p.  180^  130  scholars  are  receiv¬ 
ing  literary  and  Christian  instruc¬ 
tion  at  their  schools  Civiliza¬ 
tion  advances,  and  the  trospel  is 
not  without  success.  The  set¬ 
tlement  is  patronised  and  pro- 
Ifcled  by  the  local  government. 

3.  Caledon;  130  miles  east 
ol  Ca[te  Town,  1  M.  e.  1811. 
A  very  improving  settlement. 
Members.  8'2. 

4.  Pacaltsdorp :  about  300 
milps  east  of  Cape  Town.  I  M. 
e.  1813.  This  station  hears 
its  present  name  out  of  respect  to 
the  memory  of  Mr.  Pacalt,  who. 
At  his  decease  in  1818,  left  all 
his  property  to  the  Society,  a- 
mnunting  to  about  ^1,000.  In 
June  1819,  there  were  belonging 
to  the  settlement  141  persons. 
70  children  attend  school.  Here 
the  labors  of  the  Missionaries 
are  richly  rewarded,  especially 
in  the  rapid  and  extensive  prog¬ 
ress  of  civilization,  “which,'*  says 
one  of  the  Missionaries,  ^'alTunls 
another  proof  of  the  power  of 
Christianity  in  elevating  men

from  sloth  and  misery  to  activity 
and  comfort.” 

5.  Theopolis  ;  about  60  miles 
N.  E.  of  Bethelstlorp.  1  .M.  134 
scholars;  e.  1814.  This  station 
has  suffered  much  from  the  de¬ 
predations  of  the  Caffres,  by 
whom  nearly  800  head  of  cattle 
were  driven  away. 

Stations  beyond  the  boundaries  of  the 
Colony. 

6  OaitirA  Town;  TOO  miles 
N.  E  of  Cape  Town.  2  M.  3  N. 
e.  1802.  Prosperous. 

7.  New-Lattakoo;  600  mile* 
N.  E.  of  Cape  Town.  I  M.  1.  N. 
e.  1817.  These  servants  are 
indefatigable  in  their  labors,  and 
the  prospect  of  doing  good  is 
encouraging. 

8.  Malapeetze;  1  N.  The 
labors  of  this  Christian  Hotten¬ 
tot  are  not  without  snccess  among 
the  Corannas. 

9.  Bethesda  ;  on  the  Great 
Orange  River.  I  M.  e.  1808. 
Formerly  prosperous. 

10  Steinkopff  ;  in  Little 
Naniaqualand.  1  .M.  e.  1817. 
70  scholars.  Local  difficulties 
are  injurious  to  the  interests  of 
the  Mission,  yet  many  attend 
public  worship, and  good  has'been 
done. 

II.  Bethant;  in  Great  Ham- 
aqualand.  I  M. 

12  Jerusalem;  in  Great 
Namaqualand — called  also  Af¬ 
ricaner’s  kraal.  Mr,  Robert 
Moffat  reached  (his  station  in 
Jan.  1818.  The  anxiety  of  the 
people  to  enjoy  his  labors  was 
almost  without  example,  and  his 
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prospect  of  usofulness  in  con* 
junction  willi  Africaner,  «ho, 
previuuti  to  liis  cfnbracing  Chris¬ 
tianity,  ha»l  been  the  terror  of 
South  Africii,  wTis  encouraging. 

1 3.  MaI'ki  Ill's  or  Isle  of 
France — an  Islainleast  of  Mada* 
gascur.  I  M.  e.  1814.  In  a 
Sabbath  School  are  altout  40 
young  persons  ;  and  in  the  fVee 
School  about  02  lioys. 

An  auxiliary  Society  has  been 
formed,  in  behalf  of  the  Alada* 
gascar  Miaeiun,  which  produces, 
annually,  about  4U0  dollars. 

Many  of  tlie  inlmbitanls  are 
renoiiitcing  tlie  superstitions  to 
which  they  have  long  been  at¬ 
tached. 

14.  Madaoascar;  an  im¬ 
mense  Island,  utf  the  eastern 
coast  of  Africa,  in  the  Indian 
Ocean,  ia  a  partiiMl  stale  of  civi¬ 
lization.  and  said  to  coniHiii 
4  UOO.UOO  inhabitants.  I  M.  e. 
1818.  The  natives  manifest 
great  anxiety  for  the  education 
of  their  children. 

Stations  iii  the  l^eJiterrancan. 

15.  M Ai/r A  ;  inhabitants,  with 
(hose  of  the  neighboring  island 
of  Ooza,  1 10,000— religion,  Uo- 
maii  Cstholic.  Mr.  Wilson  ar¬ 
rived  at  Malta  in  Jan.  1819. 

10.  Za.nte  ;  the  most  south¬ 
ern  of  the  Ionian  Islands,  i  M. 
«.  I8I8.  He  is  exploring  the 
country  aud  preparing  for  his 
work.  - 

17.  Seoinolmsk  ;  in  North¬ 
ern  Asia,  a  city  iu  Siberia,  in 
the  midst  of  10  or  13,000  Buri¬ 
ats.  J  M.  e.  1 8 1 7. 

18.  Canton  ;  in  Chinn.  M. 
Dr.  Morrison,  e.  1807.  Dr.  M. 
1ms  proceeiled  in  the  translation 
i  f  the  Scriptures,  the  compila¬ 
tion  of  the  Dictionary,  and  the 
preparation  of  other  works.  k 


“He  is  greatly  encouraged  by 
the  prospects  opening  amurnl. 
Under  date  of  Jan.  24,  18<0,  he 
expresses  the  high  degree  of  sat¬ 
isfaction  and  delight  with  which 
lie  had  received  fioin  Malacca, 
a  specimen  of  a  Commentary  on 
the  New  Testanienl,  by  Mr. 
Milne,  in  Chinese,  elegantly 
printed  ;  and  a  Sermon,  in  Chi¬ 
nese,  by  Mr.  Medburst. 

“He  adds — ‘Gospel  Light  ii 
rising  in  the  East — glorious  aud 
exhiliarating  as  the  sun,  when 
shedding  its  beams  in  the  morn¬ 
ing  to  illumine  the  ea.'th  !  I'he 
Chinese  are  a  reading  people; 
and  G(n1  ia  providing  for  them 
IxHiks  full  of  Uhristiau  truth  !  Ob 
that  He  may  hasten  the  work 
still  more  !  Oh  that  this  nation 
may,  in  a  short  time,  be  turned 
from  idols,  and  rescued  from  the 
slavery  of  .^atan !’ 

“Alike  beginning  of  March, 
Dr.  Morrison  had  completed  the 
liook  of  the  Frophi  t  Isaiah  in 
Chinese  ;  and  was  about  to  send 
it  to  Malacca,  with  oilier  parts  of 
the  Old  Testament,  to  be  print- 
eil.  He  writes — 

‘I  have  been  much  quickened 
and  comforted  by  translating  the 
evangelical  Prophet.  The  fit¬ 
ness  of  that  book,  humanly  speak¬ 
ing.  for  the  Heathen  in  China,  is 
amazingly  striking.  Every  sen- 
tence  seems  to  be  addressed  to 
them  in  particular,  and  immedi¬ 
ately  from  Heaven.  May  God 
accompany  it  by  the  powerful 
operations  of  his  Holy  Spirit.” 

Stations  in  India  beyond  the  Ganger. 

19.  Malacca  ;  5  M.  e-  1815. 
'Phis  ia  a  very  interesting  and 
important  establishment;  schools 
prosper.  In  Nov.  1 8 '8,  they 
commenced  the  building  of  an 
Anglo-Chinese  College.  They 
have  a  printing  estabiieboicnt 
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'^viiich  aff'»ril8  rr'iilar  fniploy. 
ra«‘nl  for  men  anil  lioyg.  Tl;ey 
print  ami  circulate  many  tracia 
to  promote  the  benevolent  ob 
ji»c!«of  the  Aliesion.aiiil  .tre  triiofl- 
laliit?  and  preiiarin*:  to  print 
the  N'erv  'restainent  in  tlie  Chi¬ 
nese  lanKiiHwe.  “The  mission 
rises  rapiiliy  in  importance. 
Further  assistance  is  uigei!,  for 
•lapaii,  Cocliin  China,  Siam  and 
other  places.’’ 

20.  Pi'LO  Pknanc  ;  an  Island 
in  the  Straits  of  Malacca.  Inbab- 
ilants,  40  000 ;  2  .M.  e.  1819. 
40  scholars  in  two  schools. 
Teachers  are  paid  by  govern¬ 
ment. 

Mrs.  Beigliton,  the  wife  of  one 
of  the  Missionaries  at  this  sta* 
tion,  writes,  “The  Chinese  have 
little  affection  for  their  female 
children,  and  think  them  unwor¬ 
thy  of  any  instruction;  and 
when  females  grow  u|>,  they  are 
treated  like  brutes.  If  a  man 
speaks  of  his  wife,  he  will  say — 
‘My  dog,’  or  ‘My  worthless  wo¬ 
man  within.’  Let  Christian 
females  remember  to  what  they 
owe  their  advantages,  and  they 
will  not  think  any  sacrifices  loo 
great,  so  that  they  may  promote 
the  cause  of  Christ.” 

Stations  in  India  within  the  Ganges. 

21.  C.ALCUTTA  ;  pO[MilatioD, 
500,000.  4  M.  I  Catecliist  and 
Printer,  e.  I8H. 

‘“The  Missionaries  proceed 
diligently  in  preaching,  conver¬ 
sations,  the  preparation  and  dis¬ 
tribution  of  Tracts,  and  other  la¬ 
bors.  Mr.  Townley  was  carrying 
through  the  press  a  translation  of 
the  New  Testament  in  Ben¬ 
galee.”  16,000  Tracis  in  the 
native  languages  have  been  cir¬ 
culated,  and  35,000  printed. 

They  have  extended  their  la¬ 
bors  to  Tally  Gunge,  a'>out  three 


miles  from  the  soirlliern  bounda¬ 
ry  of  (“alcutl.a.  In  this  place 
are  supposed  to  he  100  lH)0  sunts, 
wlio  are  said  t»)  he  ignorant  of 
themselves,  of  G(h!,  and  the  way 
of  salvation. 

22.  CiiiNsi  RAH ;  a  Dutch 

selth  meiil  22  miles  north  of  Cal¬ 
cutta.  3  M.  e.  1813.  They  su- 
perinleml  a  printing  press,  dis¬ 
tribute  Tracts  extensively,  and 
preach.  Their  schools  promise 
great  good.  .  , 

23.  St’RAT ;  a  large  city  on 
llte  western  coast  of  the  Peninsu¬ 
la.  Inhabitants,  &00.000,  of 
whom  a  considerable  part  are 
Moors,  that  is,  Arabs,  Persians, 
Monguls  and  Turks,  professing 
Mahomedatiism.  2  M- e.  1815. 

Pn)8pecl8  of  usefulness  are 
gradually  enlarging.  An  Eng¬ 
lish  school  prospers.  Preacliing 
well  attendeil. 

Marty  n’s  Persian  New  Testa¬ 
ment  attracts  the  high  admiratit>n 
of  the  Mahomedans.  “H  is  all 
true,’"  they  exclaim  ;  *  lt  is  all 
true  !  every  word  is  excellent  !’’ 
Other  religions  books  have  been 
distributed  with  great  advan¬ 
tage. 

24.  Bki.i.ary;  a  town  in  My¬ 
sore.  3  .M.  e.  1810.  1 1  schools, 
553  scholars.  The  beneficial 
effects  of  the  Christian  religion 
are  very  apparent.  Many  niem- 
Iwrs  have  been  added  to  the 
church.  Many  soldiers*  con¬ 
tribute  liberally  to  promote  Chris¬ 
tianity,  and  “llie  Bible  is  become 
tbe  inmate  of  the  knapsack,  and 
is  to  be  found  under  the  soldier’s 
pillow.”  The  New  Testament 
is  translated  into  Canaara. 

25.  Bangalork;  2’ 5  miles 
from  Madras.  2  M.  e.  1819. 

“A  Christian  Society,  consist¬ 
ing  chiefly  of  soldiers,  has  been 
zealously  engaged  in  promoting 
the  knowledge  of  the  scriptures  ; 
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and  haa  prepared  the  way  for  a 
Miaaioo.” 

26.  Nacracoil;  the  head- 
^artera  of  a  Miaaiua  ia  South 
Travancore.  3  M.  e.  1803. 

Theee  Miaaiouaries  extend 
their  labora  to  nine  other  villages 
in  the  vicinity,  to  each  ol  which 
are  attached  a  place  of  wonthip 
and  a  acbool.  Tbeae  are  occu¬ 
pied  priaci[>ally  hy  native  Cate- 
chiata.  In  October  1818  about 
2.000  people  had  united  tbem- 
aelvea  to  the  Miaaiuuuriea,  and 
profeafeilly  renounced  idolatry. 

27.  Madras  :  population, 
300,000  ;  4  M.  e.  1805.  Here 
are  10  Tamul  and  i  Engliah 
Schools,  containing  between  0 
and  700  boys ;  besides  whom 
are  about  60  girls — a  fare  thing 
in  India. 

One  of  the  Missionaries  writes. 
May  12,  1819,  ‘^A  number  of 
young  men  are  coming  forward, 
having  devoted  themselves  to 
the  cause  of  Christ.  No  congre¬ 
gation  in  Britain  is  mure  flourish¬ 
ing,  than  ours  is  at  Madras. 
The  Sun  of  Kighteousneas  i':  a- 
rising  U|ioo  ua  ;  and  1  think  that 
God  '  has  much  people  here. 
The  Heathen  are  inquiring,  be¬ 
coming  serious,  and  some  are 
Converted.” 

28.  VizAOAPATAM  ;  557  miles 
south  west  of  Calcutta.  3  M.  1 
English  and  4  Native  Schools  ; 
average  attendance,  160  boys, 
“some  of  whom  m^ke  great  prog¬ 
ress,  and  evidently  grow  in  ac¬ 
quaintance  with  Christianity.” 

29.  Amboyna  ;  one  of  the 
Asiatic  Islands ;  population, 
45,000  ;  M.  Mr.  Earn  ;  e.  IBM. 

‘•So  great  was  the  desire  of  the 
people,  in  his  visits  to  the  ‘  Mo¬ 
luccas,  to  possess  even  but  a  part 
of  the  Scriptures,  that  he  was 
obliged  to  divide  copies  of  the 


New  Testament— giving,  to  one- 
a  single  gospel ;  to  aiiother,  an 
Epistle,  and  at  last,  to  distribute 
biugle  leaves ! 

‘•By  a  letter  of  Nov.  20, 1818, 
not  received  till  very  recently,  it 
appears  that  Mr.  Kam  has  again 
visited  the  Molucca  islands; 
particularly  Haurauca,  Sapaur- 
na.  Niisalout,  and  Ceram  ;  the 
inhabitants  of  which  Islands  a- 
mount  to  mure  than  15,000,  and 
form  about  a  third  part  of  lbs 
field  of  labor  presented  by  the 
Moluccas-  '  The  Oommunicanti 
are  about  2800  ;  and  the  children 
in  the  ScIkmiIs,  2000.  .  In  the 
various  Negeries,  or  villages, 
more  than  40  of  which  he  visit¬ 
ed,  he  was  m  general  gladly  re¬ 
ceived.” 

'  'riie  London  Missionary  So¬ 
ciety  have  im|K)rtaiit  stations  in 
New  .\u)s!enlam,  George  Town, 
and  Lfc  Kesuuvenir  in  South 
America,  where  are  5  Missiona¬ 
ries,  and  one  in  Trinidad,  West 
indies. 

The  nunlier  of  their  Missiona¬ 
ries  amounts  to  84. 

The  27th  anniversary  of  this 
important  Society  was  bolden  on 
the  0th,  loth  and  11th  days  of 
May  last  ;  and  there  were  pub¬ 
lic  services  in  eleven  difierent 
places.  The  collections  made  at 
these  several  meetings,  amount¬ 
ed  to  about  $6,560.  The  re¬ 
ceipts  of  the  past  year  amounted 
to  more  than  $116,000. 

Unusual  interest  was  connect¬ 
ed  with  this  meeting,  by  the 
presence  of  a  Madagascar  Chief, 
and  hy  the  arrival  of  Mr.  Cam¬ 
bell  from  his  second  voyage  to 
South  Africa.

•ORIGIN  OF  SABBATH  SCHOOLS. 

Robert  Raikes,  Esq.  of  Glou¬ 
cester,  Englanil,  was  the  foun¬ 
der  of  Sabbath  Schools-  The 
following  is  an  account  of  the 
origin  of  the  first  school. 

About  the  year  1782,  Mr. 
Raikes  had  taken  a  garden,  and 
wanted  a  gardener.  To  obtain 
one,  he  went  into  the  outskirts  of 
the  city  of  Gloucester.  'I'he 
man  whom  he  went  to  hire,  was 
from  home.  While  waiting  for 
liim,  he  was  greatly  disturtwid  by  ] 
a  multitude  of  idle,  noisy  tiuys. 
Full  of  cum|>asBion  for  them,  he 
inquired  the  cause  of  their  being 
so  neglected  and  so  depraved. 
"Oh.  Sir,”  said  the  wife  of  the 
man  whom  he  went  to  hire,  "if 
you  were  here  on  a  Sunday,  you 
would  pity  them  indeed; — they 
are  then  much  more  numerous, 
and  a  hundred  times  worse ;  it  is 
a  very  hell  ujK)n  earth;  we  can¬ 
not  read  our  hible  in  peace  for 
them.”  "But,”  said  Mr.  R.  "can 
notliing  be  done  for  these  jroor 
children  ?  Is  there  any  body 
near  that  will  take  them  to 
s>chool  on  Sumlay  ?’’  He  was 
answered  that  there  was  a  per¬ 
son  keeping  school  in  the  lane, 
who  perhaps  might  do  it. — He 
paused  to  consider.  The  under¬ 
taking  was  novel.  The  eyes  of 
multitudes  would  be  upon  him. 
**At  that  im[>urlant  moment.” 
says  Mr.  R.  "the  wordTltV  was 
powerfully  impressed  on  my 
mind.”  lie  immediately  went 
and  engaged  the  school  mistress 
to  take  a  number  of  these  poor 
chihlrcB.  This  was  the  first 
Sabbath  School  the  world ever 


saw.  Soon  after  he  increaari 
the  number  of  his  Schools,  and. 
by  means  of  them  soon  eifertpii 
a  surprising  change  in  the  chi|. 
dren  of  that  place.  At  the  end 
of  two  years  he  laid  whajhe  had 
done  before  thejiublic.  Gener¬ 
al  attention  was  excited.  Other 
schools  were  set  up  ;  and  the  be. 
nevolent  founder  of  Sabliath 
Schools  lived  to  see  several 
hundred  thousand  poor  children 
in  England  receiving  instruction 
in  this  vtay.

Kailii  more  fervent 
ami  active,  sacrifices  more  ex- 
teniive,  »-tforts  more  united  and 
unrrniitled,  than  we  have  hith¬ 
erto  wiine8»ed,  are  necessary  to 
carry  it  forward.  To  repIcMiish 
the  exhausted  funds  of  our  great 
charitable  societies,  aud  to  ex¬ 
tend  their  operations,  demand 
resources  far  more  ample  than 
hare  lieeu  furnished  by  the  he- 
nevoleut  contributions  of  past 
Tear*.  With  these  views  the 
(ieacral  Association  take  the 
i  liberty  to  urge  upon  their  breth- 
i  rtu  the  following  measures,  viz. 

first,  That  every  Church,  in 
aijiecial  meeting  for  the  purimse, 
alter  solemn  prayer  to  Cod,  and 
durdelil)eratiun,dt)  explicitly  re¬ 
cognize  its  obligations  to  act  as  a 
I  regular  permanent  Charitable 
Society. 

^  t>(cotuUif,  That  the  pastor,  or 
shen  the  church  is  vacant,  some 
one  lAhom  they  shall  designate, 
enter,  in  a  regular  list,  the  name 
,  vfeach  one  who  is  disposed  thus 
I  to  Contribute,  with  the  sura  to  be 
cootributeil  at  each  monthly 
concert,  and  each  sacraineulal 
i  uccasioo.  till  the  name  i^  with- 


ilrawn  hy  the  contributor,  it  be¬ 
ing  umlerstood  Ibat  such  person 
is  at  liberty  to  exceed,  tho  not 
to  lall  short  ot  the  stipulated 
sum. 

Thirdli/,  That  once  in  each 
year  the  church  hob!  its  annuaf 
meeting  as  a  Charitable  Society; 
when  they  shall  review  the  great 
cb.irit.tble  objects  of  the  day, 
and  after  seeking  divine  direc¬ 
tion.  determine  to  what  object  or 
objects  their  charities  for  the 
ensuing  year  shall  be  applied- 

Fouithly.  That  this  systemat¬ 
ic  moiie  of  collecting  small  sums 
at  stated  seasons  frequently  re¬ 
curring,  be  understood  as  intemS 
ed  not  to  sujiersede  any  charita¬ 
ble  associations  already  formed, 
or  any  method  of  procuring  lar¬ 
ger  contributions  from  8«)cietie» 
or  individuals  ;  but  as  a  source 
of  income  in  addition  to  those 
already  in  operation. 

Fifthly,  that  the  Board  of 
Commissioners  for  Foreign  Mis¬ 
sions,  and  the  Board  of  Direct¬ 
ors  of  the  American  Education 
Society  be  requested  to  atlopt 
such  measures  as  they  may  judge 
best  to  lay  the  foregoing  plan
